Drivers are not getting the 
message: slow down through 
the Crossroads Public School 

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Community Policing mem¬ 
ber Paolo Miele decided this 
week the time was right to 
bring out the SpeedMinder, 
purchased a fewyears ago by 
the committee to use in areas 
where residents have voiced 
concern about speeders. 

It records the speed of 
vehicles as they approach, 
flashing a red warning to 
slow down if the speed limit 


is exceeded. 

Miele was acting on a 
report by Const. Gina Allan, 
the Niagara Regional Police 
liaison officer to the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Community 
Policing Committee, who 
said that after a request to 
NRP officers for extra 
enforcement on Niagara 
Stone Road, 98 traffic tickets 
were issued in a six-week 
period. Thirty-three of those 
tickets were issued at or near 
the intersection of Line 2 and 
Niagara Stone Road and five 
tickets were given out on or 
around Bordeaux and Line 
2, behind the school. 

Monday morning, Miele 
was on Niagara Stone Road 
with the SpeedMinder, for a 
little more than an hour. 
Unfortunately, the signal 
lights that flash a speed limit 
of 40 kilometers through the 
school zone were pro¬ 


grammed under the old day¬ 
light savings time, and 
weren't on for part of the 
time he was out—he had the 
SpeedMinder set for 50 
before school started and 
reduced it to 40 as kids, buses 
and teachers began arriving.

Rudeness or protocol? 


There are two ways to look at the 
interruptions to a presentation made by 
a resident at council this week—inter¬ 
ruptions that seemed so egregious to 
the speaker and one council member 
that they left the room. 

The presentation, which was to 
remind council to be responsible about 
spending taxpayers' money as they 
made decisions about bike paths con¬ 
necting NOTL neighbourhoods, was 
never finished. 

The interruptions by the mayor, the 
chair of the meeting, were seen by some 
to be just a sign of him doing his job, 
keeping the speaker on track. 

Others interpreted it as an unwill¬ 
ingness to allow the speaker to stray 
into an area that was critical of past 
spending decisions by this council, after 
election promises of fiscal repsponsibil- 
ity. 

We had no opportunity to talk to the 
mayor after the meeting to ask why he 


felt compelled to interrupt several times 
before die presentation was half-way 
through his allotted time—he and CAO 
Mike Galloway, to the surprise of many, 
including some councillors, left for 
China Tuesday morning on a jaunt to 
celebrate a twin city—paid for, we have 
to add, by the Chinese government. 

But we expect if we had reached him 
he would say he was following protocol 
and controlling the meeting. 

The bike paths are not the issue—it 
seems that although there was direction 
to staff to begin an investigation, there 
will be more opportunities to discuss 
cost and other factors. 

The more important question is 
whether all residents are treated with 
equal respect, and whether or not they 
all feel they are welcome to voice their 
opinions to council members and the

I was surprised and dis¬ 
appointed by the Editor’s 
Notebook (Niagara 
Advance, Oct. 20) relating 
to the proposed Romance 

While respecting your 
right to the expression of 
editorial opinion, the con¬ 
tent of any material in 
your publication should 
still maintain journalistic 
standards of accuracy. 
Your editorial strongly 
reflects the story being 
told by the developer, 
rather than the realities of 
how the development will 


dominate and alter the 
property, and the sur¬ 
rounding neighbourhood. 

I believe it is also critical 
to accurately describe the 
project and the changes 
that it will precipitate. 
While we cannot demand 
balance, we should be 
able to expect accuracy. 

First, the green space at 
the front of die property, is 
actually the result of for¬ 
mal legal restrictions. 
Because of the historical 
designation of the 
Dunnington-Grubb land¬ 
scaping, which prohibits 
development, and the 
flood plain around One 
Mile Creek, which because 
of conservation restric¬ 
tions, cannot be devel¬ 
oped, the developer had 
no choice but to squeeze 
this development onto the 
back of the property. 

The assertion that trees 
and plantings will be pre¬ 


served and retained where 
possible is another mis¬ 
leading statement, since 
the size of the project and 
the required excavation 
will result in the removal 
and destruction of irre¬ 
placeable plantings on the 
property. 

I suggest you check the 
setbacks you describe in 
your article, for example 
the ramp to and from the 
underground parking. I 
believe you will find that 
the movement of cars has 
been planned virtually 
adjacent to the yards of 
neighbours. 

The development 
intrudes in all directions, 
except of course in the 
direction of the owner/ 
developer’s home. You 
point out that the develop¬ 
ers are also neighbours, 
but they are farther away 
from the development 
than the residents on both 


Weatherstone and 
Christopher Streets. 

Furthermore it is 
important for you to know 
that the Romances have 
actively and publicly 
opposed rezoning of this 
property in the past, when 
they were merely neigh¬ 
bours and not stakehold- 

This was for the much 
more benign ‘institutional’ 
use the Foxes proposed at 
the time, so the‘gamble’ 
that you so strongly advo¬ 
cate was not very appeal¬ 
ing to the developer when 
they did not stand to make 
money on such changes. 

It is important to 
respect the law and the 
process. The process calls 
for submissions which 
have fallen dramatically 
short of the requirements 
for justification and 
approval. 

The traffic study is 


inadequate, the market¬ 
ing/needs study is out of 
date, and no independent 
neighborhood impact 
study was conducted. 
Again, you seem willing to 
accept such shortcomings. 

Your questions about 
alternatives are also 
important. Last fall, the 
Advance printed an ad by 
the developer which stated 
that the developers were 
anxious to have the public 
"assist them in creating 
the future use of this 
important historical prop¬ 
erty". 

No workshops were 
held, no meetings were 
called and no alternatives 
were developed. Now the 
approach has become ‘this 
is tiie one and only’ and 
you encourage the adop¬ 
tion of a proposal without 
the public evaluation of 
any alternatives. 

You have also over¬ 


looked the long and care¬ 
fully controlled residential 
character of the neigh¬ 
bourhood. Many residents 
purchased homes in this 
neighbourhood because of 
its unique, quiet, safe, and 
exceptional residential 
character. Hundreds have 
indicated their opposition 
to this project via petition. 
You are neither emotional¬ 
ly or financially involved 
in this neighbourhood, yet 
you encourage hundreds 
to sacrifice in order to sup¬ 
port the financial gain of a 
single developer. 

I respectfully suggest 
that, before you so strongly 
recommend a gamble of 
such magnitude, you 
understand both what you 
are asking others to 
accept, as well as what you 
are asking them to give up.

Reader resigned, 
but not happy, 
about hydro 
rate increase 

It is with a degree of 
resignation that I note 
that NOTL Hydro has 
submitted a request to 
the Ontario Energy Board 
for an increase in its cus¬ 
tomer delivery charges 
beginning on May 1, 

2012. 

This application also 
includes a request to 
recover any revenues that 
might be lost due to con¬ 
servation efforts and a 
request to recover costs 
due to the wind storm 
damage which occurred 
last April. This applica¬ 
tion for more money from 
residents confirms what 
virtually every electricity 
user in Ontario thought 
when the provincial gov¬ 
ernment introduced 
“Smart Meters”. 

Residents of Ontario 
are continually being 
bombarded with pleas for 
conservation along with 
charts outlining the best 
time to use electricity. 
Now it seems that despite 
forced to become 
Troglodytes and doing 
laundry, washing dishes, 
cooking etc in the dark of 
night, we will in fact see 
no savings on our energy 
bills. One wonders about 
the point of conservation 
messages if there is no 
incentive for saving. 

To add insult to injury, 
NOTL ratepayers are also 
responsible for the storm 
damage. Finally, I note in 


the microprinting in the 
Notice or Application 
(Niagara Advance, Oct. 

13) the increase is apart 
from any other potential 
changes to the electricity 
bills. 

I think ratepayers 
would be a little more tol¬ 
erant of these increases if 
the additional monies 
were being dedicated 
towards paying down 
hydro debt or used 
towards alternative ener¬ 
gy sources and not to the 
general revenue of either 
NOTL or the province. It 
must be somewhat diffi¬ 
cult, indeed galling for 
Lord Mayor Eke to say 
that NOTL is “Open for 
Business” when the first 
thing that any business 
who wants to re-locate to 
this area finds is a notice 
that they will have to pay 
higher electricity charges. 
This is just the beginning 
of what appears to be a 
series of premeditated 
grabs for additional after 
tax dollars. The question 
arises as to when it will

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Diabetes much more serious disease than people realize, expert says

Diabetes has become a 
pandemic, yet people still 
don’t realize the serious 
nature of the disease, says 
expert Terri Young of the 
Canadian Diabetes 


We also often don’t rec¬ 
ognize the signs and symp¬ 
toms, and therefore don’t 
seek treatment, she says. 

Young will be talking 
about diabetes at 
Wednesday’s InfoHealth 


session at the NOTL Public 
Library. 

There is even a new type 
that is being diagnosed— 
traditionally we are accus¬ 
tomed to hearing about 
Type 1, found in children, 
gestational diabetes during 
pregnancy and Type 2, 
which accounts for the 
majority of cases and is 
usuaUy associated with 
older age, obesity and 
physical inactivity. Now 
prediabetes is also recog¬ 
nized by the medical world 
as a diagnosable condition 
that is a forerunner of Type 
2, says Young. 

While age and obesity 
are the two risk factors 
most widely recognized, 
she says, there are others 
people are less familiar 
with. High blood pressure, 
high cholesterol, being 
from certain ethnic back¬ 
grounds—even schizo¬ 
phrenia, polycystic ovaries 
and insomnia can put peo¬ 


ple at risk for diabetes, says 
Young. 

But lifestyle is a huge 
factor in prevention and 
management, and although 
there are some things you 
can’t change, there are oth¬ 
ers you can, she said. 

"There are steps you can 
take towards prevention. 
We’ll focus on the things 
you can change. People 
need to be educated. 
People need to know how 
serious diabetes is - it’s a

In addition to risk fac¬ 
tors, people need to know 
how to prevent the disease 
or at least how to delay its 
onset, or if it is diagnosed, 
how to manage it to avoid 
complications, she says. 

Four out of five people 
who die of heart attack or 
stroke will have complica¬ 
tions caused by diabetes, 
said Young. 

If they understand the 


serious implication of the 
disease, people will be 
more motivated to change, 
she said. 

"You can’t blame people 
if they’re not being edu¬ 
cated about the disease, 
but if they realize that it is 
life-threatening, and that 


complications are extreme¬ 
ly nasty, they might be 
more motivated to do what 
they can to avoid it." 

The InfoHealth session 
on diabetes will be held 
Wednesday, Nov. 9, at the 
NOTL Public Library at 2 
p.m. and 7 p.m.
